a. report issued by the Chinese-American 
Bank of Commerce. The Continent of 
Europe, having been a seller for many 


rs past, begaa to buy silver in'the late. 


n 
Spring. The production of silver in 1924, 
uccording to reliable preliminary esti- 


‘I mates, amounted to "64,792,216 ounces,, & 


decrease. of 8,543,000 ounces as xompared 
with the precediog year. 

Yet we maintain that these two factors 
were offset by the considerably reduced 
supplies which . were. absorbed “hy ‘China 
in 1924, when this country imported only 


44,734 bars of silver as compared with, 


71318 bars in 1923. The difference repre- 
sénts a quantity of reughly 27 million 
ounces; 

In’ the course of the first seven mgnths 
of the year the provincial mints had a very 
smal] output of dollars, as the low $ rate 
prevailing then made minting ‘unprefi 
able. The last four months of 1924 
nessed a vonsiderahile rise in the price of 
the dollar, but then it hecame impossibl 
to operate the mints owing to the civil 

war. The mints in China. during 1924 

bought only 10,300 bars of silver at Shang- 
hai as compared” with 50,200 in. 1923. One 
silverthar 1epresents roughly 1,000 ounces 
in weight. 
- As pointed out in dur previous monthly 
reports there is a distinct tendency to 
make New York the principal silver mar- 
ket of the world. The foundation of a 
Silver Association in ‘America during the 
year under review was helpful in this at- 
tempt. 
‘nity to show that China’s requirements of 
silver are filled to, a ‘large “ extent by 
America.’ In 1994 about.32 million ounces 
of bar silver’ were landed, at Shanghai 
from the#:United States against roughly 
11 million ounces from Great Britain. 
The importance of the former country as 
a supplier of silver is emphasized much 
clearer hy the fact that during 1924 the 
United States made direct shipments of 
bar silyer to India, amounting to 80 mil- 
lion ounces.
